Buiiding 

The computer, which has been here a 
year, is a Control Data Corporation 
(CDC) 3150. As well as the computer 
proper, the center contains the 


computer's various input-output devices, 
such as card readers and printers, as weil 
as its own special heating and cooling 
system to maintain a proper temperature 
for the delicate mechanism. Both the 
computer and this equipment related to it 
have been leased for a five year period 
ending in January of 1974 
Without doubt, one of the 
fascinating things about a computer is the 
speed at which it operates The CDC's 
printer writes about 1,060 lines per 
minute. In this same short period of time, 
its card reade> can read 1200 cards. Right

now the computer will take a 100 
statement student program, one with 100 
cards, and have it read and ready for 


computation in less than seven seconds 


But, explains Dr. Hovey Reed, director of 
the computer center, “We're converting 
to a new operations syst which will 
speed up the whole student process p 

Dr. Reed, in explaining th center's 
work. said, “We have a kind of prionty 
system that seems lt please everyone. 
Our first priority 1s instruction - 
Instruction takes three levels, he explains 
The first of the three levels ts learning 


about computers and how to handle them 
by means of programs. Data processing 
students learn how to use a computer by 
doing that. They learn by their 
mistakes. It is not unusual for student 
programmers to put a program through 


just 


the computer fifteen or sixteen Umes 
before it comes out right. At the end of 
the print-out of the program the 
computer prints a list of programmer 
errors, so the student can correct them 
and try again 

In an average day the programming 


student has three opportunities (called 
runs) to put his program tn the computer 
Fach run is composed of from three to 
four trays of cards. The run generally 
takes from an hour to and hour and a 


half. In a normal day the center runs 
approximately 140 student programs 

The second of the three levels of 
computer education is the use of the 


computer as a learning device for other 
areas by persons who already know how 
to use the computer. Last of the three 
levels is the management games in

Students deny worth of ‘landscape 
project - ask for revaluation of plans

After three months without an issue to 
rally behind, students have once again 
picked up the banner of action as a 
campaign began yesterday to halt 
construction of an asphalt plaza in front 
of the Education Building 

The came to light Tuesday when 
students arrived on campus to find 
workers bulldozing trees in front of the 
building preparation for the 
landscaping project. The landscaping 
contracted for calls for a plaza which will 
consist primarily of asphalt with patches 
of lawn and five evergreen pear trees to 
provide shade 

Students, upset that the project called 
for blacktop instead of grass, such as the 
landscaping for the science building, 
called a meeting yesterday to plan an 
alternative to the project 

Attended by about 150 students, the 
meeting broke with plans for leafleting 
and petitioning to go on today and 
Monday Petitions call for the 
reconsideration of the landscaping project 
as currently being constructed. 

Reconsideration would be by the 
Campus Planning Committee. The 
students sought to have the committee 
meet today. However, they were 
informed that it would be impossible 
before Monday. The committee will meet 
Monday at 10 a.m. in the Little Theatre 
and is set to move to the men’s gym if 
excessive student interest is shown 

There appears, however, to be many 
problems involved in reconsideration The 
contract has already heen awarded but 
even if arrangements should be made with

Clarification in Catalog 


Page 45—‘Withdrawal Grades’ indicates an eight 
week withdrawal (drop) period without academic 
evaluation. The current policy establishes a four week 
add-drop period without academic evaluation 

WS or WU grades are assigned after the four week 
add-drop without academic evaluation period 
Students may withdraw until the third week prior to 
the end of the semester. 

Beginning with the Spring 1971 Semester the four 
week add-drop period will be divided into two 
two-week periods. All add-drop changes made 
between March 1 and March 12 (the second two 
weeks) will require a nominal fee. Changes made 
between February 16 and February 26 will be 
processed without fee as in the past. 

The penalty fee procedure will be assessed after the 
spring semester to determine whether the fee system 
has the desired effect, i.e., to encourage earlier 
decisions and maximum use of available class spaces 
as soon as possible 
Page 47~—The fourth line from the top of the page 
now reads, “This policy is not applicable to the 
undergraduate students.” This is not correct. It 
should read, “This policy is not applicable to the 


undergraduate records of graduate students.” 

The improvement of inferior grades policy does 
apply to graduate students but only to those courses 
repeated while they were classified as graduates, not 


to their undergraduate coursework. 


Page 47 and Page 48~—Scholarship Standards for 
Undergraduates through Disqualification now makes 
reference to the prior academic records of transfer 
students in relation to probation and retention. Our 
current policy is more accurately described in the 
faculty manual, pages 64 and 65. We no longer admit 
students on probation. If a student below the 2.00 
gpa level is admitted, he is admitted clear and the 
deficit becomes a graduation requirement. Very few 
students are admitted with lower than a 2.00 gpa 
Those that are so admitted are individually reviewed 
and approved

Aid for poor suffers 
from legislative cuts

The Aid Families with Dependent Children (AFDC) program 1s 
based on the premise that it 1s better to raise kids as a family, rather 





than put them orphanages. AFDC is a program for children, yet it 
suffers more condemnation and receives less support than any othe 
program established by the Social Security Act 

California now aids more than one million children through AFDC, 
and the number is skyrocketing as more jobless families go on welfare 
Money for AFDC comes from the federal government, 50%, the state 
33%. and the counties, 17%. In California AFDC grants have not been 
increased since 1957, except for a $3 increase that came from the 
federal government in 1966. Unless an AFDC family has income trom 
some other source (for instance, earnings from part-time jobs 
contributions from relatives, or old age security benefits) it is living at a 
1957 income level or below. (In 1957, 89% of AFDC famuies were 
receiving payments that enabled them to meet their minimum needs, as 
determined by the State Department of Social Welfare. In 1970 only 
10% could meet those needs.) 

Fach year the State Department of Social Welfare establishes the 
amounts of money needed by different sized families in different areas 
for a minimum decent standard of living, but the grants that welfare 
gives AFDC families are much below those amounts. This is because the 
state legislature has established maximum amounts (called “maximum 
participating base’’-MPB), above which the state will not pay its share 

In practice, the minimum needs standards fill only one 
function: they provide ceilings for an AFDC family’s income from all 
sources. If the family’s income from all sources goes above the 
minimum needs level, the welfare part of that income is reduced by 
that amount 

The federal Social Security Act

provide that by July 1, 1969, the amounts used by the State to 
determine the needs of individuals will have been adjusted to reflect

If you, like hundreds of 
draft-age men, decide that army 
green isn’t your favorite color and 
you don't particularly want to be 


part of the military-industrial 
complex there are some 
alternatives. Besides Canada or the 
South Seas there is the 
Sacramento Draft Help Center 
The center is located in a 
renovated garage behind the 
Sacramento Real Food store at 


1715 Fifteenth Street 


The center has served nearly 
2800 people since its opening in 
April 1969. It is basically an 
information center providing the 
community with knowledge about 
every aspect of the Selective 
Service including resistance. It is 
staffed by volunteer lay 
counselors and law students wh« 
have a concern for peace and feel 
this is a good avenue of action 


They alert the draftee on the 
requirements for securing a 
medical deferment, or if he 


qualifies as a conscientious 
objector or how to maintain a 
student deferment. All cases that 
come into the center are regarded

center might have succumbed to 
an early death due to an initial 


lack of community concern. It 
was only after the Cambodian 
crisis did the people in the 


community seek an avenue to 


vent their protest against the war 


by making contributions to the 
center. Since that period, the 
center has been able to survive 
fairly well 

The Draft Help Center was 
yriginally started by a few 
students at SSC wh were 
concerned about the war and 
starting making a draft resistance 
movement in Sacramento. Jan

original counselors 

days. He is now in 
Japan working for world peace 

The Center is now maintained 
by Dick Gregory who has devoted 
many hours as a counselor and as 
a researcher in all legal aspects of 
the resistance movement 

In an interview Gregory stated 
that because of the center’s need 
for draft some 
professors allow students to serve 
as counselors as part of the 199 
series of special problems courses 
yr as legal researchers 

The center is now open 12-6 
Monday through Friday and 1-6 
on Saturday.

1970 saw 49er fever change from disease to a cure for 
disappointment. The 49ers made their final season in Kezar a most 
memorable one as they won the Western Division, upset Minnesota in 
the playoffs and, fighting to the last seconds of their championship 
game, lost to Dallas. It was truly a rewarding season and our deepest 
sympathy to those fans who decided to give up their season tickets in 
1970 

The pride and poise boys of Oakland also had a successful season, on 
paper. The Raiders won their respective division and made it to the 
AFL championship game before losing to Baltimore. But their success 
was truly only on paper as, for the third year in a row, the Raiders 
failed in the big game.

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Roundhouse's assets 
outweigh liabilities 


After considering the resultant effects of a possibie Board of Trustee's 
decision to have the roundhouse vending center demolished, as ordered 
by the original resolution following the investigation of ex-President 
Robert Johns’ illegal action, it becomes apparent that such a decision is 
predicated purely out of vindictiveness on the Trustees’ part. 

The vending center's assets to the student body and the college are 
obvious. It relieves the crowded food service facilities, it serves the late 
evening and weekend students who desire something to eat when the 
food service cafeterias are not open, and most of all, it makes money 
for the college. 

For the Trustees to deliberately have the building demolished, simply 
out of spite because of their hurt egos over Johns’ independent action, 
without replacing the facility or taking any positive action to 
compensate the college for its loss in revenue and services indicates the 
negative viewpoint andaims which the Board, in its responsibilities, has 
taken toward the state colleges. 

Like many people have said, the roundhouse is not the most 
aesthetically beautiful building on campus, but we feel that its assets to 
the college far outweigh its ugliness. The appropriate action by the 
Trustees, then, is to rescind their original resolution ordering the 
building's destruction and issue a lease to the college so that it may 
continue to serve the campus community.
